The foregoing tables are for the school year ending 
June, 1937. They show that more than the standard years 
work was done in your schools during the year at a slightly 
lower cost than during the previous year. In three of the 
school rooms in which less than a standard years achieve- 
ment was accomplished the pupils were still above standard, 
and in the fourth instance the change in pupils was so great 
that the figures are in no way comparable. I consider the 
ideal situation to be one in which the accomplishment is 
slightly more than standard with the school median standing 
at from ... .1 to ... .4. From a situation a few years ago in 
i which practically all your school rooms achieved less than a 

standard years work and when nearly all pupils were con- 
siderably below standard median, you now have a condition 
in which your pupils are approaching more closely to this 
ideal. I feel quite certain that the present year is again 
resulting in excellent pupil achievement.

REPAIRS AND RENOVATIONS 

The installation of modern electric wiring and suitable 
lighting fixtures in the Center Rutland School during the 
summer of 1937 was a much needed improvement. The 
renovation of the Town Hall in the same building by the 
Board of Selectmen including the building of a permanent 
stage and the provision of curtains for the stage by the 
Parent-Teacher Association was another fine act which was 
greatly appreciated. The Parent-Teacher Association had 
provided book shelves for the room libraries earlier in the 
year and had also fostered the provision of warm lunches 
for the pupils who find it necessary to eat lunch at the 
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school. Only one thing now remains to be done at this 
school to reach the standard or superior rating. That thing 
is the improvement of the grounds around the building. I 
would recommend that this matter receive the attention of 
the School Board and of the other interested parties. 

The Post and Mill Village schools should be again 
brought to superior rating before the end of this school 
year. The expense involved in these projects is not great 
and you are carrying over sufficient funds for the purpose. 

In nearly all playgrounds the permanent play equip- 
ment has fallen into poor repair. This equipment should be 
r_novated. 

During the coming year one of the three overcrowded 
one-room buildings should be renovated. If each of these 
buildings was to receive the major portion of your repair 
budget for one year together with the state-aid available 
they could all be made truly superior schools in three years 
with sufficient room and equipment for doing really superior 
school work. The only question involved is willingness to 
carefully plan and execute the work. 

FINANCE 

The reduction of your indebtedness to the amount of 
more than $1,300.00 was accomplished in addition to making 
the necessary expenditures for materials. Some expendi- 
tures which I believe are really necessary to the full develop- 
ment of your pupils are not being made. The expense of 
having music supervision would not exceed $250.00 for the 
year. This expenditures would insure a more thorough 
learning of and appreciation of music by all your pupils, 
placing them on a par with their neighbors who happen to 
attend Rutland City schools. Another expense which I 
believe to be necessary to the wellbeing of your schools over 
a period of years is the repayment to your teachers of 
another increment of the salary which was taken away when 
salaries were generally reduced several years ago. If you 


are to retain teachers as capable as those you have had in the 
past and as capable as those whom you now employ a satis- 
factory salary is a necessity. These expenditures would not 
necessitate raising the school tax nor stop reducing your 
debt. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the fine support 
which teachers, organizations and citizens generally have 
given to the schools of Rutland Town during the past year.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 

The auditors have examined the accounts of the Town 
officers and town school district officers as submitted to us 
and they are correct. 

Hereafter we must insist that all orders drawn by town 
and town school district officers be accompanied by proper 
and fully itemized vouchers before checks will be written for 
them. 

We also insist that each officer furnish to the auditors 
an itemized account of all unpaid bills as of Feb. 1st each 
year. 

We recommend that the practice of signing blank orders 
by officers be stopped. 

We recommend that the tax collector be instructed to 
furnish the auditors a list of any partly paid taxes in his 
possession as of Feb. 1st each year. 

We commend and appreciate the efficiency with which 
our town officers have handled their respective duties. We 
would like to urge that a resolution be passed that each 
department keep the expenses within the income voted for 
that department. 

Our debt is being steadily reduced and only by guarding 
against increasing expense can this be wiped out. A slight 
increase in our income the past year must not be taken as 
assurance that it will be permanent nor assurance that our 
taxpayers will be content with our present tax rate. 

We recommend that the same tax rate for each depart- 
ment (as of 1937) be voted for the ensuing year.
